But, he continued, 
“It shows that there is no 
chance that the county bound- 
ary line will change. This is 
only an attempt to change city 
boundaries.” 

Menlo Park City Attorney 
James T. O’Keefe Jr. also had 
a couple of thoughts on the 
matter. Said he, 

“No action on the request for 
boundaries approval can be as- 
sumed as approval of the 
application, only if jurisdiction 
is originally present. It pre- 
sumes that original jurisdiction 
exists in the first instance. If 
there is no original jurisdic- 
tion, action or inaction proves 
nothing.”

Legal Eagles Trip 
On County Line 


O’Keefe went on, “Regarding 
the proposed Palo Alto annexa- 
tion in San Mateo county, there 
is no legal precedent authoriz- 
ing the action. I am in thor- 
ough accord with the position 
taken by the San Mateo county 
District Attorney.” 


Lack of action on the annex- 
ation was decided Monday of 
this week by members.of the 
Santa Clara Boundaries Com- 
mission, on the advice of Santa 
Clara County Counsel Spencer 
Wiliams, 

Map-and-legat description of 
the Palo Alto owned properties 
had been filed with both the 
San Mateo and Santa Clara 
boundaries. commission for 
technical review. At its hear- 
ing Iast month, the San Mateo 
commission had found the legal 
description in order, but had 
voted against the annexation as 
being a move across. county 
lines for which there is no 
“legal authority.” - 

Santa Clara’s county counsel 
Williams h’ad advised the 
boundary commission there 
that inasmuch as the property 
in question is not in Santa 
Clara county, it is “not within 
its jurisdiction to pass on ‘(any 
part of) the proposal.” 

John R. Nimocks, Palo Alto 
city attorney, refused yester- 
dayt to consider the county 
opinion as a contradiction to 
his own. He has previous 
en the legal position that: ‘only 
property owners have: a-gight 
to protest the cross-county an- 
nexation. Said Nimocks, 

“If the county boundary com- 
mission fails to pass on it with- 
in 20 days, it is legally assu: 
that the commission appr 

the annexation. Palo Alto can 
then proceed.” 

In final legaslistic whirlwind, 
San Mateo County District At- 
torney had this to say on the 
entire subject. 

“It doesn’t matter even if 
both boundary commissions dis- 
approve the annexation. Their 
opinion is merely advisory, and. 
is concerned only with the déf- 
initeness and certainty of the 
boundaries. The city can,go 
right ahead anyway.”

As We See It: 


Palo Alto’s Annexation Plan 
Points Way to Lots of Trouble 


Palo Alto’s current effort to annex a portion of San 
Mateo county is something of a new high in municipal 
greed for territory, but it’s nothing compared with what 
can happen if a precedent is set which allows annex- 
ations across county lines. 

Palo Alto’s city council has had lots of experience at 
annexing territory; they and their brethren in Los Altos, 
Mountain View, Sunnyvale, Santa Clara, and San Jose 
have managed to make the political map of northern Santa 
Clara county look like a jigsaw puzzle created by a com- 
mittee of not very purposeful schizoids. 

_ The excuses these august bodies give when they 
annex another section of newly-paved street, a right 
of way a couple of miles long to an intersection where 
lots of traffic tickets are handed out, a long narrow 
subdivision extending at right angles to existing city 
boundaries or any other block of territory are usually 
the same: 

“We want to broaden our tax base,” they say, or 
“we don’t want our city surrounded by the next one 
over,” or “the people in that subdivision have requested 
the municipal services which only we are in a position 
to give.” 

The unincorporated land in northern Santa Clara 
county is limited nowadays; the grasping, wheedling and 
angling for territory has been going on since 1946. 

Bear in mind also that Palo Alto owns all its utilities; 
revenues from these as well as a broader tax base provide 
another stimulus for bigger, grander land-getting schemes. 

Thus Palo Alto, to further its expansionist designs, has 
seized on the supposition that some 819 acres of unin- 
habited, city-owned land which is in San Mateo county 
might be included in a police district as an excuse for 
attempting a cross-boundary annexation. 

So that community’s administration has come up with 
the new line, “We don’t feel that we should be forced to 
pay taxes to another political agency in another county. 
We can police our territory ourselves.” 

The fact of the annexation attempt doesn’t amount to 
much. What does amount to something is the legal prece- 
dent that might be set. 

For instance, San Francisco water department owns 
pipe lines all the way to Yosemite. They’re largely unin- 
habited, except for fish. That metropolis could, according 
to the thinking currently motivating Palo Alto, include its 
right of way to the Sierras in its corporate limits. 

The city of Los Angeles could — and probably would — 
decide in the same manner as Palo Alto that “it should 
protect itself from having to pay taxes to other political 
subdivisions” and annex the territory occupied by its water 
system. This extends to Bishop, east of the Sierras and 
geographically north of Bakersfield: 

And assuming the courts, in their wisdom, decide to 
allow such cross-boundary annexations of territory: What, 
precisely, has been accomplished? 

Nothing. A few top city officials will ask for higher 
pay, citing the fact that they administer the affairs of 
more square miles than the next guy. Councilmen of ex 
pansionist communities will be able to brag about more 
service to more territory, but it’s been noticed that mere 
bigness doesn’t guarantee efficiency so the tax rate won't 
benefit. And ultimately, when inhabited lands become the 
object of still more annexations, the elected representatives 
who are supposed to govern the town will be removed a 
little farther from the voters, since the elected body will 
have to remain small to retain any kind of efficiency at all, 
while the number of voters will increase as more territory 
is taken in.

Something Positive Needed 
To Meet Youth Problems 


Much has been said in the past couple of weeks about 
“party crashing,” “gang fights,” and other amusements of 
the young which seem, somehow, to have gone beyond 
the bounds of decent restraint, good sense, or legality in 
a couple of instances here on the Peninsula. 

Currently, the old repressive method is all that’s being 
applied to the problem: Police officers have issued warn- 
ings and they mean what they say. 

* But for the long pull, wouldn't it be better to start 
looking for a more positive approach? Shouldn't some- 
thing be done which would not be in the form of a re- 
straint, but more of a solution? 

Some positive action aimed at creation of youth cent- 
ers, or similar facilities, should be taken soon. 

Even so, these facilities won't by themselves eliminate 
the problems of juvenile hoodlumism. The right to join or 
“belong” also implies the right ot stay aloof from any 
social group. Furthermore, young folks’ appetites and the 
goodies bought and paid for by well meaning, older folks 
aren't always to the same taste. 

In the meantime, we should look a little closer to 
home, possibly into the home for an answer to the prob- 
lem. Only people with a mediocre regard for privacy, the 
value of property, the activities of others and a careless 
disregard for their own dignity are apt to wantonly de- 
stroy another’s property or goods, or start a fight at a 
party to which they are not invited. Someone, somewhere 
along the line, must have fallen down on the job of train- 
ing them.

sent business district is pretty 
well surrounded by apartment 
buildings of relatively high val- 
ue. Most of them are modern 
and in good repair.” 

“This may lead,’ Gamble 
said he felt, “to future devel- 
opment in some other direc- 
tion, such as the develop- 
ment of a new shopping and 
office area fronting on El 
Camino Real between the 
present Central district and 
San Francisquito Creek.” 

Building of an underpass 
connecting Willow road with 
El Camino Real probably won’t 
have too much to do with de- 
velopment along the highway, 
he adds. 

“There would probably be a 
tremendous impact on future 
development plans if Willow 
and Sand Hill roads were to be 
linked, in the manner which 
the state has indicated it fa- 
vors,”’ he observed, however. 

“If such a freeway is built, 
it would tend to encourage 
thoughts of an extensive office 
development along it.” 

Why is it necessary that such 
future developments be plan- 
ned, rather than “just happen” 
as they used to? Gamble can 
explain this, too. 

“Old-fashioned, helter skel- 
ter development is over as 
soon as you have competition 
with someone who can devel- 
op a large, unobstructed 

tract of land, as Stanford Un- 
iversity has.” 

“The only thing you can do 
in case a neighbor has built a 
better mousetrap, is to build a 
better, better mousetrap.” 

How fast the present busi 
ness district will be occupied 
to capacity is another problem. 

One thing he expected to see 
built, said Gamble, hasn’t put 
in an appearance. That's the 
large office building with sev- 
eral suites. Most present office 
buildings in downtown Menlo 
Park are of smaller size; the 
big offices in Linfield Oaks 
professional administrative 
zone have one tenant only, 
each. 

The effect which such build- 
ings could have on future de- 
velopment in the downtown ar- 
ea is pretty obvious: office 
workers use parking space; 
more offstreet parking space 
is an almost constant cry of re- 
tailers and other businessmen 
operating in the city’s down- 
town. area. 

These problems will be com- 
ing up at some indefinite time 
in the future and it’s the func- 
tion of planning, Gamble says, 
to start thinking of solutions 
now.

First order of business now 
is to survey your present bed 
of roses. Few rose gardeners in | 
the world are satisfied with all | 
the varieties they have. If one} 
is a shy bloomer or prone to} 
mildew and disease in your 
particular garden, pull it out 
and burn it. 

If you've just plain lost in- 
terest in an old variety, dig | 
it out and give it to a friend. 
But do it now so the ground 
will be ready to accept a 
new plant when the time 
comes. 

After pulling out a rose, re- 
move some of the old soil and 
add new. Work liberal amounts | 
of peat moss in to impart the 
slightly acid condition a rose 
likes. Do this when the soil 
isn’t soggy from a recent rain, 
or you will tend to compact it 
instead of conditioning it. 

If you soil is loose now, you 
will do well to set a supply of 
it aside in a dry place so that 
it will be workable at planting 
time and capable of filling in 
around the bare roots without 
leaving air pockets.
